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XIX. An Account of a Stone voided without 
Help from the Bladder of a Woman at 
Bury. Communicated by William Heber- 
den, M. D. F. R. S. 

Read Mar. zs,r* LIZ ABET H, the wife of Charles 
' 76s " I> Coe, a poor labouring man, of the 
parifh of Lawfhall, in Suffolk, aged about 67, having 
been feverely afflicted with fymptoms of the ftone 
between 11 and 12 years j her urine continually 
draining away with great uneafinefs j fometimes at- 
tended with the moft excruciating pains ; and for 
feme years unable to fit upon a feat } on Monday 
nth of February, 1765, voided a Hone as de- 
fcribed in the Plate. 

For two or three days before the ftone came away, 
blood was difcharged from the Meatus Urinarius, 
particularly a large quantity of fincere blood with- 
out Mucus at the time the ftone was voided ; at 
which time (he was not in great pain j but after its 
exclufion remarkably eafy. Her urine now panes 
involuntarily without pain j and ihe can fit upon a 
feat without uneafinefs. 
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Her poverty is fo great, that during this long and 
painful fcene of fuffering, fhe had no affiftance from 
medicine, or art, in any fliape whatever ; fo the ex- 
clufion of the ftone was wholly the work of nature.

Explanation of Plate III. 

#, fhews the ftone as indented by preflure of the 
neck of the bladder where appears the nucleus 
marked b*, cc, feveral fmali ftrias leading to thofe 
larger canals marked ddd, being the only paflages 
by which the urine could get off, which was con- 
tinually draining away \ the lower canal appears 
corroded by the acrimony of the urine ; e e, two 
appendices of frelh calculous matter. This is a 
fide view of the ftone. 
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
